of the Saints who intend to emigrate this ‘season, leave these 
‘ shores for America—the land appointed for the gathering of God's covenant 
people, — we desire to a few questions which they themselves may ‘answer to 
their own profit, and to offer a few suggestions. With nearly every successive 
year for the last thirty-seven yeafs, large companies of Latter-day Saints have 
left the shores of Europe for the land of Zion, making in the aggregate many 
thousands of souls, presumptively for the purpose of serving the Lord more 
strictly and faithfully than they oould do in the heart of Babylon, where reign 
confusion and wickedness. It is scarcely necessary to remind our readers that 
all who have gathered with the avowed object of doing the will of God, have 
not maintained their integrity; that many, it is to. be regretted, have fallen 
by the ‘wayside, so to speak, and become recreant to the knowledge they Had 
been heard to say they possessed, concerning the truth and divinity of the 
Latter-day Work. We have heard of some who only recently left these lands, 
and, since their arrival at the gathering place of the Saints, have beconie 
diasatisfied with the Work and returned, or are retarning, to the ‘‘ beggarly 
elements of the world.” Many excuses are offered by these dissatisfied indi- 
viduals for taking this course and so completely changing their. views of the 
Gospel, and any excuse but the actual one bas oftener than otherwise been 
-offered to cover up their own acts, and the attempt has been made to cast the 
dlame, attached to their conduct, on others. With the causes of their 
-discontent we do not, at present, propose to. deal ; ‘for every true and faith- 
ful Latter-day Saint knows perfectly well where the fault lies, and that ift 
any evil has been found to exist, it is in those who, after testifying for many 
‘years perbaps that the Work was God's Work and professing to be on hand 
‘to serve Him in trial and adversity, now seek to impugn the character of the 
Work and the servants of the Lord. But we desire to offer a few suggestions 
to those who are expecting shortly to leave, perhaps for ever, the lands of their 
birth and become fally adopted citizens of that Kingdom, the ensign of en

Do our brethren and sisters, now preparing to leave Wen properly appre- 
‘eiate the importance of the step they are about to take? Are they about to go 
to Zion with the sole object: in view of serving the Lord? or is their object a 
divided one? and are they prompted tb make the “sacrifice” of leaving 
their homes, friends, * for the two — motives. of serving 
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Und te Lore ‘afterwards? Are not some endeavoring to 

| persuade themselves that it is for the sake of the Gospel they are going to the 

land of Zion, while, at the same time, their minds are chiefly interested in the 
: bilities: of their bettering their worldly circumstances? These are ques- 
tions which each individual should ask himself or herself before undertaking 
the journey, for most assuredly their hypocrisy, as well as their sins, will find 
them out. It has doubtless been in consequence of their entertaining such 
extreme and irreconcilable hopes that some have apostatized after reaching the 
land of Zion, having realized the force and application of the words of — 3 
Je cannot serve God and mammon.” We have no hesitation in saying that 


any person who gathers to Zion with these selfish expectations will, in all 


probability, be disappointed and, as a natural result,’ become dissatisfied. 
Far better would it be for such a person to honestly and candidly avow his real 
object, —if it should be that of making money and not of serving the Lord,— 
and not to try to persuade himself that he is what he is not. In that case he 
would at least be spared adopting the usual and unprincipled practice of mis-. 
representing the place and people, should he be disappointed in his expeeta- 
tions and seek to devise some plausible excuse tee returning to his former place 
of residence. — 
We do not suppose that there are any among those who intend to gather this 
season, who purpose doing so for selfish interests, but we wish to impress upon 
the minds of thé Saints the importarice of going to Zion with one object in 
view, namely, that of doing the will of God. There is a promise which the 
_ Savior made, and which has been realized by many of the Latter-day Saints 
who have, after as well as before they had gathered, honestly and faithfully 
Observed its conditions, — Seek ye first the kingdom of God and its right- 
“.@ousness, and all these things shall be added unto you.” There is no fear, 
‘therefore, of any person, who first seeks to build up the kingdom of God, 
losing his or her reward. 
We do not presume to infer in this article, that all who are now in Zion are 
in the practical abidance of the commandment.of the Savior, and are making 
all personal considerations subserve that end. By no means. It is an 
existing fact, much to be regretted, that there are some in Zion who are not 
devoted to the Work of God as they ought to be,—who adhere to the follies 
and traditions of Babylon as tenaciously perhaps as they: did before they went 
there. Since the recent introduction there of the snares, temptations and 
devices of Satan, throngh various causes, this fact has become apparent. 
Some perhaps who flattered themselves that they would be proof againat the 
vanities and follies of the world after they had gathered to Zion, have failed 
to perform their good intentions. Others again; who may have béen taichful in 
Babylon, have, after reaching the land of Zion, become weary of well-duing 
and relapsed into a condition of lethargy and indifference in regard to the 
Work, or have resumed the evil practices to which they had been formerly 
addicted.’ We look for this, and presume that such will continue to be the 
case until the wheat and tares. are separated, and as Isaiah has said, when the 
sinners in Zion are afraid, fearfulness hath surprised the hypocrites,” and 
4‘ the destruction of the transgressors and of the sinners shall be together, and 
they that forsake the Lord shall be consumed.”

faces, like adamant, against the corrupting influences which axe. to be found 
at work there as well as in the lands which they have left. If a person goes 
to Zion with the purest and best of motives, he will see and understand things 

as they are, and will proceed to meet every emergency, whether good or evil, 
in a becoming manner. The circumstances of the people in Utah sre, in many — 
respects, entirely different to those under which our people have lived in the 
overcrowded cities and towns of Europe; the employment some may neces- 
sarily have to follow in Utah may be altogether different to that which they 
pursued in these lands, and the manner of living there may be, to many, very. 
different to what they have been accustomed,—though all these differences 
have moderated considerably.within the past few years, as the community: has. 
grown, in a numerical point of view, and various branches of manufacture 

and other industry have been established; but these things should not be 
regarded with any degree of regret by the Saints, who are supposed, when they 
gather, to leave their regrets and sorrows behind them, and to be actuated 
with an unceasing and intense desire to build up Zion.
